suddenly. There were no rear or 
side doors in the building and win- 
dows had been boarded up. 


The coroner said

"The skin was peeling from faces, 


blood ooied 
from 
mouths 
and 


flesh was broken," he said. "From 
my examination, it appeared that 
most of the people died of suffoca- 
tion. A majority of the victims were 
about 15 or 16 years old. There were 
about as many men as women vic- 
tims. 


No Identifications 


"The bodies were piled up in fu- 


neral parlors and no identifications 
have been made jet. The undertak- 
ers told me they would embalm thc 
bodies and then line them up and 
let relatives file b; to identify kins- 
men." 


Julius Hawkins, Negro employe of 


the Natchez Democrat, who wab at 
the dance, standing near the dooi, 
said the fire "just spread o\er every- 
thing.

The report embraces the following 


recommendations: 


That the system be on a "pay as 


you go" basis. The present social se- 
curity system is sharply criticized 
on the ground that ''during the fis- 
cal year 1940-41 it will collect $1.'- 
200,000,000 more in taxes than it 
will pay out in benefits". 


That a pension be granted to all 


American citizens over 60 years of 
age who are retired from industry 
and not liable to pay a federal in- 
come tax. 


That "there be no difference in 


the amount paid to people in differ- 
ent states". 


That the system 
i be 
financed 


through "broad general taxes, such 
as gross income taxes, and direct 
taxes *on idle wealth, such as in- 
come, gift, inheritance and estate 
taxes". 


That, finally, the size of the pen- 


sion be determined by "pro-rating 
the tax revenue derived from the 
special taxes levied for this purpose 
among all those eligible to receive 
the pension". 


Passed on by the 9-man subcom- 


mittee, the report stresses "the ma- 
jor importance of an old age pen- 
iion system for our whole econo- 


my". Purchasing power must keep 
pace with production in order to 
avoid burdensome surpluses," it is 
stated. This old-age pension scheme 
will, it is felt, stimulate purchasing 
power. "If it is necessary for some 
group in society to be enabled to 
consume its share of national pro- 
duction without contributing to that 
production, then obviously, this 
group should be those people who 
have worked the longest and con- 
tributed most in the past to our na- 
tional wealth and to the building up 
of our very efficient productive ma- 
chine," it is stated.

Never were the multitude of statis-

In 1931, Mr. Dewey pointed out, 36 per 


cent of the corporations in this country 
that had assets of more than $50,000 made 
s profit and just 36 per cent of little busy- 
ness, corporations with assets of less than 
$50.000, made a profit too.

liant coterie of poseurs marched in to "re- 
form the government." 


Five years later, in 1936, Mr. Dewey 


found that 66 per cent of the socalled big 
corporations were able to operate profit- 
ably whereas but 36 per cent of the small 
companies \\ere successful in avoiding red 
ink.

I think every scheme of life should make allowances for those things 


that come just once, those that happen just once. I think, too, that every 
routine planned for children should be loose enough to allow for that ex- 
ception so dear to a child's heart. 


We use routine to set habits that are useful. A child learns to bathe, 


dress, eat, sleep, work, on schedule so that in time to come his spinal 
column will take over many duties and leave him free to think'about 
important tasks. If these habits are not stored ready for instant service 
the person concerned will suffer a severe handicap. Fancy having to stop 
and study how to put on a glove when there's three minutes to catch a 
train, buy a ticket and be off. These things must be learned on schedule. 
Habits like rising and bathing and eating must be set forever, so that no 
thought need be given them.

This keeps a child to a strict routine. One day is like another in monot- 


ony. This wears on his mind which is always eager for new experiences. 
Along comes the circus. He long to go, but there is the daily routine of 
habits, school, home, lessons, meals—for once, break them. Let the child 
go to the circus although it means that every item on the schedule is 
shifted or neglected completely. 


This break works for the good of

:ircus comes only once in a long 
ime. He knows that he will go back 
o school, back to the routine and 
he scheduled duties it enforces, but 
he goes back gladly. He is comfort- 
able in his rut and it feels easy to 
lim because he has had the experi- 
ence of breaking away from it. He 
las too, the comforting knowledge 
hat his people like him, and really 
want him to be 'happy. That's a 
great lift in a child's life. 


There are many privileges that 
hildren long for and it does no 
larm to indulge them occasionally, 
'here is a difference between in- 
ulging them every day in the year 
nd granting them a privilege once 
n a blue moon. Blue moons have a 
delightful effect on children's minds, 
'hey have magic in them and no 
hild really thrives without that 
ouch in his daily living. 
There is one caution here. When 
ou are striving to set a useful habit 
n a child don't break the routine 
ntil you are certain that the idea 


has a good hold. If you are strug- 
gling to teach a child to eat his 
cooked fruit and he is still trying 
to push it away, don't give him an 
ice cream cone instead. Wait until 
he has taken his cooked fruit for 
some days without protest and then, 
without comment, not as a reward, 
give him the privilege of having 
the cone instead. 


There is always the danger that 


the privilege once granted may be- 
come in the child's mind, the usual 
thing, but that cannot really hap- 
pen if it is given as a privilege, on 
occasion. If the child in question 
takes privileges as rights, he is not 
ready for them and should be kept 
on strict routine. Distinguishing be- 
tween the two is essential to • the 
health of the child's character.

"Airing", as the advanced gar- 


dener calls this operation, is easily 
done with standard cold frame; 
It is necessary only to slide the 
frame three or four inches past the 
bottom end when an opening ap- 
pears at the top of the frame. From 
this the hot air can escape. The 
amount of extra heat present will 
determine the size of the opening 
to maKe. Where several frames ad- 
join, cross circulation can be set up 
pushing the first frame down from 
the top and pushing the second up 
from the bottom. 


During continued rains on hot 


days it is not so easy to open a 
frame in this manner without" ex- 
cessively moistening the soil. The 
frames can then be propped up on 
sticks or /by using a brick as a 
wedge. This admits air and at the 
same time prevents the ram from 
beating in. 


Admitting air under a glass jar is 


also simply done. The jar can be 
lifted and several small sticks in- 
serted around the sides so as to 
raise the jar at least one-half inch 
from the soil line. On warmer days 
larger sticks can be used and on 
days that really become hot it js 
just as well to remove the jar en- 
tirely, replacing it on the sticks af- 
ter sundown.

Under the schedule which will go into operation May 0, each team 


meets its rivals on two consecutive days, and then shifts to new pastures 
for a similarly abbreviated series. In general, a team will play ten straight 
games at home, and then will swing around the circuit for ten on the road. 


This will enable the teams to get in their 120 games, and it's bona 


fide daily baseball, but it seems that a 3-day, if not a 4-day schedule 
would have been a lot more popular, and would entail less traveling 
expense to the teams. 
If the series were made longer, the teams would not have to visit each 


opponent's field as many times, and the resulting road costs would be 
reduced materially. 


Competitively, a 3-game series wonld be better. Under that system, 


every meeting of league teams wonld be a minor battle of its own, 
with a chance for even a low ranking team to win a degree of fame 
by taking its series, two games to one or three to none. As it is, a 
team either must sweep its series, or must break even.

The first thing to correct is "punching" or too liberal application of 


muscle. It's the spring in the rod that throws the line. The angler, by 
careful practice, must learn how to release that spring, and not try to 
substitute his own brawn. 


There must be a revision of that semi-circular motion. Stand easily. 


Imagine yourself in the center of a giant clock-dial and point the rod 
at the figure 4. Then bring it up with constantly increasing power to f 
o'clock, drift back to 12—that is, with the rod straight up—then make 
the forward cast Increase power downward until the rod again points 
to 4. 


Work for smoothness. Be careful not to make the back and forward 


cast too fast or jerky. Practice will give you the feel of your line, and 
observation by an experienced friend will be helpful, 


A beginner should use no more than 35 feet of line and increase it 


5 feet at a time until 50 or 60 feet can be handled.

OJf THE MERITS OF SPRING 


By Bnell Patterson 


S 


PRING fishing has always been 
favored by a majority of an- 
glers with the fall sessions next 


in popularity. This preference is 
entirely justified by the facts and 
the catches. 


In the spring the fish, which have 


been relatively dormant all winter, 
come slive -with a lot of zest and 
strike like mad because they are 
starved for food and full of pep 
from the cold water. They are out 
to replenish their food store so that 
they can take up the eternal battle 
for existence. In this condition fish 
fight harder and are easier to in- 
duce to strike. 


Also in the spring there are none 


of the handicaps of weeds to work 
against the use of some styles of 
lures. In the summer when the 
weed beds grow near the top of the 
water and choke up many other 
places not all baits can be handled 
by an angler. Many of the most ef- 
fective spring baits just aren't prac- 
tical because they haul in a pitch 
fork full of weeds at every cast. 


Spring is also a line time to fish 


because there is not nearly as mucn 
food available for the hungry fish 
as in later weeks. The minnows 
have not hatched out and there are 
very few flies and other insects for 
the fifth diet Anything that looks 
like food will attract a strike when 
the spring is with us. 


Another merit of spring fishing 


is that with the waters unobstruct- 
ed by weeds various new types of 
lures may be tried out. In weed 
clogged waters it is impossible to 
tell whether the action of a new 
lure is good or bad. Free waters 
give an opportunity for an acid test
